That it is the moſt likely Means to prevent 
« that Mutiny and Piracy in Ships, which he 
& very truly ſays diſturbs our Navigation, and

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e brings a public Scandal and Odium on ou 
Nation:“ You are earncſtly intreated to 
accept of this further Eq Aumonition upon the 
ſame Subject; and eſpecially at this Time, 

becauſe theſe wicked Practices have of late 
been abundantly more common and notorious 
than formerly. In order to convince you ef 
the great Sinfulneſs and Danger of them in 
this World, as well as that to come, I ſhall 
ſpeak, in the firſt Place, of the Sinfulneis and 
Danger of Mutiny ; becauſe that is always thc 
Forerunner, and too commonly ends in the 
other Sin of Piracy. by 


Let me, therefore, intreat you to conſider, 


firſt, that as you are Men, you are, without 
any particular Revelation, indiſpenſibly bound 
to live ſociably, for the Advancement of your 
own Good; it is a Principle even of natural 
Religion, that, „we ſhould do unto others, as 
* we would have others do unto us;” by 
which you are obliged to behave yourſelves 
quietly and peaceably, to ſubmit yourſelves 
readily and chearfully to the Commands of 
your Superiors, though they ſhould ſometimes 
happen to prove froward and imperious; to 
pertorm with Diligence and Care what you 
have engaged yourſelves to by voluntary Agree- 
ment, for the better Advancement of your 


mutual Happineſs in your ſeveral Stations. I | 


doubt not but if you would afk your own- 
ſelves, you would readily ſay, that if you were 
in the Place of your Commanders, and they in 
yours, you would. think it both juſt and rea-
